Topeka, Kan.—Reports brought 
here by Republican party leaders 
who came here for the State Com­ 
mittee and Party Council meetings 


have stirred Governor

much grumbling because it

argued that he was such a neutral 
figure he would be a handicap to 
Landon. 
But the party leaders who were 
here this week were overwhelm­ 
ingly in agreement that in almost 
every section of the State it now 
appears that West will get more 
votes than Landon. 
There were reports at the meet­ 
ings that 65 per cent of the Negro 
votes in Topeka must be counted 
at the present time in the Demo­ 
cratic 
column. 
A 
Republican 
leader from a city of about 10,000 
in South 
eastern 
Kansas 
said 
when told of this Topeka report: 
“Well, that is just about the sit­ 
uation in our town, too.” 
While the Landon leaders 
are 
not publicly admitting they think 
there is any danger of losing the 
State, and many do not even pri­ 
vately 
make 
such 
admissions, 
these reports came in 
in 
such 
numbers that they were 
plainly 
disturbing. 
There was also much 
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unpublicized 
criticism 
because 
Governor Landon on his eastern 
tour was not devoting more time 
to a discussion of fundamental is­ 
sues and did not offer more of a 
constructive Republican progiam. 
Never in the recent history of 
Kansas has there been

She agreed to pay them

fee of $350 and assigned to them 
h er interest in the will 
of 
her 
husband as security for the fee. 
She was 
acquitted. 
Early 
day 
jurors were slow to convict wo­ 
men. 
The next entry in the abstract 
on the same date, 
October 
31, 
1838, states that Henry Garster, a 
farm er living on a place adjoin­ 
ing the H aw kins farm, was com­ 
m u ted to jail on a charge of m u r­ 
dering Hawkins 
G arster retained the same attor­ 
neys as had Mrs». Hawkins. But he 
got their services at a 
cheaper 
rate a fee of $150 which was to be 
paid in four months. 
Subsequent­ 
ly G arster assigned 280 acres 
of 
land to the attorneys to secure the 
fee. 
In the same year, on December 
4, G arster was indicted by a coun­ 
ty grand jury in the m urder of 
Hawkins.

T here is no w ritten record to be 
found of the actual execution of 
G arster but on A pril 16. 1839. the 
county recorder wrote into book 
BB, page 79, the fact that the will 
of Henry G arster had that 
day 
been filed, indicating that he ex ­ 


pected soon to pay his 
debt 
to 
society. 
After 
the 
usual 
phraseology 
about being in “sound mind and 
body”, Garster wrote in his will 
that he was “on the verge of dis­ 
solution", and therefore wish to 
make my last will and testament. 
He left $400 to his 
wife, 
Ann; 
$100 each to two 
sons 
and 
a 
daughter, gave $10 each to three 
smaller children and set aside $70 
additional for their education. 
T he will was filed by his sur­ 
vivors on May 14, indicating he 
was hanged on May 10 as ordered 
by the court. 
The court records do not 
give 
the details of the 
testimony 
on 
which G arster was convicted, but 
old 
residents 
of 
independence 
pieced out the story. 
They said it 
hud been charged in the trial that 
G arster and Mrs. Hawkins w ere 
having a romance that this result­ 
ed in the plot to remove Hawkins 
cene. 
charged 
that 
G arster 
fired the shot through the chink 
in the log cabin of the 
Hawkins 
family that killed Hawkins. 
At this point the 
abstract 
of 
title to the farm aforem entioned 
takes up the thread of the story. 
It states that Sheriff 
John King 
sold an d conveyed 
to 
Anderson 
Jones on April 15, 1841, app ro x ­ 
imately 100 acres ot land that had 
been owned by G arster. 
The land was sold at auction by 
the sheriff for $138.40, the am ount 
needed to defray the expense's of 
tin trial and harming of Garster. 
From this m ay be deducted 
the 
fact that crime did not pay even 
100 years ago in Jackson county. 
In fact the crim inal not only paid 
tiie penalty with his life or a term 
in 
prison, 
but 
he 
paid 
the 
cost of the conviction as well. To- 
dav the costs of Criraln.il 
trials 
are borne by the county, 
The hanging of G arster 
tire first of a legal n atu re in the 
county, as stated, 
Sheriff 
King 
found him self without a 
gallows 
from which to suspend the 
con­ 
victed m urderer. 
But being a re ­ 
sourceful 
man, 
and 
withal 
a 
frugal one, he handled the m atter 


in a practical 
and 
inexpensive 
way. 
He sim ply placed the convicted 
man in a wagon, drove 
out 
on 
w hat is now South Cfysler street 
in Independence, where he stop­ 
ped, tied a rope to a 
limb 
and 
placed the other end around 
the 
neck of G arster as the latter stood 
on the wagon. 
Then the sheriff 
drove the wagon out from under 
the convicted m an and left him 
hanging. 
It was all entirely legal, though 
som ew hat unorthodox as viewed 
over the span of 100 years. 
A nd 
it didn't cost much to the estate, 
for 100 acres of Jackson 
county 
land w asn’t worth much in that 
pioneer day. 
Mr. Salisbury might have been 
excused if, in reading this

He was sentenced to a 
loss 
of

he will be set back to rank below 
fifty officers form erly his junior 
in line of promotion. 
It is seldom that a general court 
m artial gets into the daily news 
and still m ore seldom 
that 
the 
defendant is an officer of 
such 
distinguished connection. 
Com paring cases in this 
latter 
regard. United States history af­ 
fords 
one 
m em orable 
case 
in 
which the father of the young man 
on trial was even more 
than 
a 
rear adm iral, and yet the youth 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
death without delay. 
It was the 
case of M idshipman Philip Spen­ 
cer, whose father, John C. Spen­ 
cer, was secretary of w ar of the 
United States at the very 
time 
the son was found guilty of in­ 
citing m utiny and was 
hanged, 
along with two of his companions, 
from the yardarm of the 
naval 
brig, Somers. 
The father of the 
young man, besides being secre­ 
tary of war, had been secretary 
of state and a m em ber of 
con­ 
gress. 
On the arrival home 
of 
the 
Somers the tragic affair was in­ 
vestigated by a court of inquiry 
which fully approved the course 
of Captain Mackenzie who 
car­ 
ried out 
the 
execution 
Jam es 
Fenimore Cooper, 
the 
novelist, 
was of a contrary 
opinion 
and 
wrote much in hope of swaying 
public sentiment, but the public 
was quite satisfied that 
justice 
had been done. 
The story of the 
mutiny is without parallel in the 
history of the United States navy. 
It was in the fall of 1842 that 
the brig, Somers, manned chief­ 
ly by naval apprentices from the 
United States naval academy and 
school ships, was on its 
return 
voyage from the coast of Africa. 
She sailed from. Liberia on 
No­ 
vember 11, intending to proceed 
home by way of St. Thomas. Vir 
gin Islands. 
The captain, Alex­ 
ander Slidell M ackenize first re­ 
ceived inform ation that there was 
mutiny aboard from 
Lieutenant 
Gansevoort, who had got the in 
formation from Purser 
Hieskell. 
who had in tu rn received it from 
his steward, Mr. Wales. 
Midshipman Spencer 
had 
ac­ 
costed Wales after dark and 
in­ 
vited him to get up into the booms, 
as he had something uncommon 
to communicate. When they were 
on the booms Spencer addressed 
him as follows: 
“Do you fear death? 
Do 
you 
fear a dead man? 
Are you afraid 
to kill a m an?” 
Wales was shrewd enough 
to 
say that he was not 
afraid 
of 
these things, whereupon Spaneer 
informed him that he was 
lea­ 
gued with about twenty 
of 
the 
crew to get possession of the ves­ 
sel, to tu rn pirates, kill all 
who 
were not useful and 
willing 
to 
join and steer for 
the 
Isle 
of 
Pines, where Spencer had an as­ 
sociate who had been in the busi­ 
ness before and who had friends 
in the same line. 
Spencer 
said 
that he had the written plan of 
his project in the back 
of 
his 
neckerchief, 
which 
he 
would 
show to Wales in the morning. In 
parting, Spencer made threats of 
death to Wales should be utter a 
word of what had been told him. 
Captain Mackenize could h a rd ­ 
ly believe this, but he directed the 
lieutenant 
to 
watch 
Spencer 
closely. 
In the course of the day 
he was seen in the wardroom e x ­ 
amining a chart 
of 
the 
West 
Indies. 
He had asked the assist­ 
ant surgeon some questions about 
the Isle of Pines, noted as a re ­ 
sort for pirates. 
He 
had 
e n ­ 
deavored for some days to ascer­ 
tain the rate of the chronometer 
from 
Midshipman 
Roger«. 
He 
distributed 
tobacco 
among 
the 
crew, contrary to orders, and had 
obtained a supply of brandy 
by 
corrupting the wardroom steward. 
Secret conferences at night with 
Boatswain’s 
Mate 
F. 
Cromwell 
and Elisha Small a seaman, indi­ 
cated these w ere the chief 
con­ 
spirators. 
Convinced that there was 
m u ­ 
tiny aboard, Captain 
Mackenize 
accosted Spencer. 
An earlier ac­ 
count of the incident sets down 
this conversation. 
“ I learn, Mr. Spencer, that you 
aspire to the command 
of 
the 
Somers.” 
“Oh, no, sir,” replied 
Spencer 
with a deferential, but 
unmoved 
and gently smiling expression. 
“ Did you not tell 
Mr. 
Wales 
sir, that you had a project to kill 
the commander, the officers, and 
a considerable portion of the crew 
of this vessel and to convert her 
into a pirate?" 
"I m ay have told him so, sir, 
but it was in joke.” 
“You iidm it, then, that you told 
him so?” 
“ Yes, sir, but in joke!" 
“This, sir, is joking on a for­ 
bidden 
subject— this 
joke 
may 
cost you your life. 
Be pleased to 
rem ove your neck handkerchief.” 
“W hat have you done with the 
paper containing an account 
of 
your project, which you told Mr. 
Wales was in the back 
of 
your 
neck handkerchief?”—nothing be­ 
ing now found in it. 
“It is a paper 
containing 
m y 
day’s work and I have destroyed 
it.” 
“ It is a singular place to keep 
a day’s w ork in.” 
“It is a convenient one,” 
was 
the deferential and bland reply. 


“You must have 
been 
aware 
that you could only have 
com ­ 
passed your designs 
by 
passing 
over my dead body and after that 
the bodies of all the officers. You 
had given yourself, sir, a 
great 
deal to do. 
It w ill be necessary 
for me. to confine you, sir;’’ say­ 
ing 
which 
Captain 
Mackenzie 
turned to Lieutenant Gansevoort 
with 
the 
order—“Arrest 
Mr. 
Spencer and put him in 
double 
irons.” 
On search of Spencer’s locker 
there was found 
a 
razor 
case 
which contained, instead 
of 
a 
tazor, a 
small 
roll 
of 
paper 
which bore writing in Greek ch ar­ 
acters, a language understood 
by 
Spencer. 
Upon being interpreted 
by Midshipman Rogers, who was 
also acquainted with Greek, 
it 
was found that the nam es of 
the 
crew were aranged in four sep ar­ 
ate columns, indicating those who 
w ere to be trusted, 
those 
who 
were doubtful, those who were to 
be kept w hether they would join 
or not, and those who w ere to do 
the work of m urder in the various 
departments. 
The next day at 10 o’clock the 
crew was called for inspection at 
quarters in order 
that 
Captain 
Mackenzie could take 
particular 
note of the dem eanor of Cromwell 
and Small. 
Cromwell was 
the 
tallest man in the crew, Small the 
shortest. 
Cromwell stood up 
to 
his full stature, his muscles brae 
ed, his battle-ax grasped resolute­ 
ly, his face pale his eyes 
fixed 
indifferently 
at 
those 
opposite 
him and with a determ ined 
and 
dangerous air. 
Small made quite 
a different figure; his appearance 
was ghastly, his 
weight 
shifted 
from side to side, and his battle 
ax passed from hand to hand. 
His 
eyes wandered in every direction 
except toward Captain Mackenzie 
Convinced now that he 
knew 
who the 
principal 
conspirators 
were, the captain ordered 
these 
two put in irons and 
addressed 
the crew upon the whole nature of 
the plot. 
In the next few 
days 
there was a state of insubordina­ 
tion among the crew and an 
in­ 
creased num ber who missed their 
muster; 
whereupon 
Captain 
Mackenzie ordered his officers to 
hold a trial of the men under ar 
rest. 
Witnesses w ere sworn and 
each witness signed the testimony 
he had given. 
Without 
taking 
food the 
officers 
continued 
at 
work a whole day and then gave 
their unanimous verdict that the 
three >hould be put Ter death. It 
is one of the om inouf frrrtures of 
a trial for mutiny that a m an may 
be dangling from a rope a 
few 
m inutes after he is sentenced. 
Orders were imm ediately given 
for the hanging, all three to 
be 
strung up on the main 
yardarm . 
T hree “w hips” w ere arranged on 
the yardarm , these consisting of 
ropes through pulleys 
with 
the 
two ends reaching to the 
deck. 
The crew were to 
pull 
on 
the 
ropes that would take the 
con­

along with tw o of his companions, 
from the yardarm of the 
naval 
brig. Somers. 
The father of the 
young man. besides being secre­ 
tary of war, had been secretary 
of state and a m em ber of 
con­ 
gress. 
On the arrival home 
of

Somers the tragic affair was in­ 
vestigated by a court of inquiry 
which fully approved the course 
of Captain Mackenzie who 
ca r­ 
ried out 
the 
execution 
Jam es 
Fenimore Cooper,

The story of the 
m utiny is without parallel in the 
history of the United States navy. 
It was in the fall of 1842 that 
the brig. Somers, m anned chief­ 
ly by naval apprentices from the 
United States naval academ y and 
school ships, was on its

voyage from the coast of Africa. 
She sailed from. Liberia on 
No­ 
vem ber 11, intending to proceed 
home by way of St. Thom as, V ir­ 
gin Islands. 
The captain. Alex­ 
ander Slidell M ackenize first re­ 
ceived inform ation that there was 
mutiny aboard from 
Lieutenant 
Gansevoort, who had got the in­ 
formation from P urser 
Hieskell, 
who had in turn received it from 
his steward. Mr. Wales. 
Midshipman Spencer 
had 
ac­ 
costed Wales after d ark and 
in­ 
vited him to get up into the booms, 
as he had something uncommon 
to communicate. When they were 
on the booms Spencer addressed 
him as follows: 
‘‘Do you fear death? 
Do 
you 
fear a dead man? 
Are you afraid 
to kill a m an?" 
Wales was shrewd enough 
to 
say that he was not 
afraid

these things, whereupon Spancer 
informed him that he was

gued with about twenty

In the course of the day 
he was seen in the wardroom e x ­ 
amining a chart

T hree "w hips” were arranged on 
the yardarm , these consisting of 
ropes through pulleys

The crew w ere to

aloft. 
Officers 
were 
stationed about the 
decks 
with 
orders to cut dow n any man who 
should let go the whip with even

ordered. The signal for the hang­ 
ing was to be a shot from a can­ 
non to ge set off with a coal from 
the stove to m ake sure 
of

firing. 
C aptain Mackenzie, in full uni­ 
form, inform ed Spencer of

knees; but later he recovered and 
m ade a point of displaying his 
coolness in death.
